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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any 
new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of 
this title. 

2. Claims 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1 1-17 are drawn to a shooting game method. However a process or method must be 
tied to another statutory class, such as a particular apparatus, or transform underlying subject matter 
to a different state or thing to be statutory under 35 U.S.C. 101. For example, while claim 11 include 
a display means and an indication means, claim 1 1 does not mention any apparatus that 
accomplishes the receiving, detecting, measuring, and setting steps of the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The 
prior art, taken alone or in combination, does not disclose or suggest a "control means for adjusting 
a degree of difficulty based upon a distance between the display means and the indication means", as 
claimed by the Applicant. 
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Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Oishi et al. (USPN 6,890,262) discloses a video game apparatus conducting a game in 
response to the reactions of the player. 

Yamazaki et al. (USPN 5,800,265) discloses a gaming machine conducting a game based on 
the line of sight of the player. 

Pope et al. (USPN 5,377,100) disclose changing the difficulty of a video game based on the 
attention level of a player. 

Odake et al. (USPN 6,832,954) disclose a photographing game machine including a display 
based on the distance between the player and the display. 

Takahama et al. (USPN 7,084,888) disclose a video game device including an orientation 
detection device for controlling the game.
